IN THROES OF

the firing squad continues to echo

Lordly had _ sent 
word to Paul Potapoff, leader of the 
Doukhobors in Alberta;; on Friday, 
saying that he did not wish any pub- 
lic reception from the Doukhobors. on 
his arrival in their midst, as the time 
in the harvesting was ‘urgent. and /re- 
alizing that time saved now in the 
fields meant a saving of money to the 
colony here, and that saving the grain 
now, was of greater importance than 
giving him a publie welcome when he 
arrived on Saturday morning.

Recent Tests Made In England Place 
Iridium First 

Iridium, a metallic element in the 
same chemical group as ptatinum, 
and often. used as:the tip. for foun- 
tain pens, is the hardest pure metal, 
according to tests recently made by 
A, Mallock, and announced in an Eng- 
lish scientific magazine. Molyzdenum 
is the hardest, with tungsten third. 
Nickel.is the hardest of common 
metals, as it ranks fifth, ‘the rare 
metal rhodium coniing up fourth. 

These refer only to pure metallic 
elements, for some alloys, such as 
steel with a high percehtage of car- 
bon, rank higher than any. The 
softest of the metals tested’ proved 
to be thallium, as it ranked No. 24, 
lead being 28 and tin 22. 10ld is 
18, silver 15; palladium, which is in

dium, 14, aluminum 12, copper 11, and 


iron 10.
